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ILLINOIS  ST/ 


The  Illinois  State  Library  has  two  basic  respon¬ 
sibilities:  to  serve  as  a  research  library  for  state 
government  and  to  coordinate  the  statewide  net¬ 
work  (ILLINET)  of  over  2,500  academic,  public, 
school  and  special  libraries.  To  fulfill  these  roles, 
the  Illinois  State  Library  has  acquired  a  significant 
collection  consisting  predominantly  of  Illinois 
maps.  Other  outstanding  map  collections  in  the 
state  give  patrons  access  to  maps  not  found  in  the 
Illinois  State  Library  collection. 

Most  of  the  100,000  maps  in  the  Illinois  State 
Library  collection  are  received  through  depository 
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Illinois  Maps 

The  Illinois  State  Library  has  a  strong  collection 
of  19th  and  20th  century  plat  books  and  maps, 
which  delineate  properties  within  counties.  The 
library  also  has  a  collection  of  historical  maps, 
including  Tanners  1833  Illinois  map  and  David 
Burr’s  1834  Illinois  map.  Other  special  interest 
maps  include  coal  mine  subsidence,  land  use, 
and  tax  and  election  district  maps.  Patrons  may 
also  be  interested  in  flood-prone  area  maps  for 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  state. 

Other  interesting  Illinois  collections  include: 
county  highway  maps  from  1937  to  the  present; 
official  state  highway  maps  from  1921  to  the  pre¬ 
sent;  wall  maps;  city  and  town  street  maps; 
mineral  resource  maps;  geologic  maps;  and 
prime  farmland  maps  for  some  Illinois  counties. 
The  Illinois  State  Library  also  makes  available 
outline  maps  for  patrons  who  want  to  draw  in 
specific  geographic  highlights. 

U.S.  and  Foreign  Maps 

The  U.S.  Census  materials  in  the  Illinois  State 
Library  collection  represent  a  vast  store  of  in¬ 
formation.  Block  statistics  maps  provide  interest¬ 
ing  detail  on  the  smallest  geographic  subdivision 

for  the  census,  the  city  block.  These  maps  are 
available  for  all  Standard  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Areas  in  the  nation.
